W ashington. Oct. 5.—Senate and 
house conferees on the adm inistra­ 
tion soldiers insurance bill, pass­ 
ed by the senate last night, today 
began the task of adjusting their 
differences. An early agreement is 
predicted. 


Washington, Oct. 5.—-With the 
$10,900 maximum insurance plan 
restored as urged by the adminis­ 
tration, the soldiers’ and sailors’ in­ 
surance bill, carrying an appropria­ 
tion of IT# 
million 
dollars, 
was 
passed last night by ihe senate bv 
a vote of 71 to 0. 
The bill was at once sent to con­ 
ference. where prompt agreement 
is expected. 
An 
amendment 
by 
Senator 
Smoot, adopted 37 to 33. provides 
that $25 a month shall be paid 
widows of Civil war and Spanish 
American veterans, as well as *.o 
the widows of men who may be 
killed in the present war. 
This will mean an added cost to 
the government of three and one- 
half million dollars annually a n i 
an advance of $15 a month to 4.141 
Spanish war widows end 
$5 
a 
month to 4S.544 Civil war widows. 
Reductions were made 
by 
the 
senate in the house provisions for 
compensation paid for death or dis­ 
ability of soldiers and sailors or 
members of the army and navy 
corps. 
Under the bill as it now 
stands a widow would receive $25 
a month, compared to $55 fixed bv 
the house, while a widow with two 
children would receive 
$47.50. 
a 
reduction of $3. 
The other sections of the house 
bill were accepted with on iv minor 
changes, with the exception of the 
insurance section in which was in­ 
serted a provision which permits 
a soldier not later than five years 
after the w ar ends to convert his 
insurance without medical exam ­ 
ination into any other form of in­ 
surance he may request.
